ward, of Cipꝛes, ſo that the ſmell of his badie ſhould grieve no 
man that came by : and that overthwart was ade of Palme, 


nme the table wherein the title was, 
made ol Olive, foz it betokeneth at the ſto2zy of Noe 
tnelleth, when the Dove bzought the bzanch.of Olive, it

And when Seth came again 
and found his father dead, he did with the kernels as the Angell 
commanved him, of which came thzee tras, whereof a Croſſe 
was made that bare good fruit, that is our ®aviour Jeſus 
Chziſt, thzough whom Adam and all that come of him Gail 
bee delivered from everlaſtiug death, if it be not their owne 
default. This holy Croſſe had the Jewes hiv under the earth 
in the rocke of the mount Calvary, and it lay there two hun⸗ 
dꝛed yeares and moze, as they ſap unto the time that . Elene 
found it, which ©. Elene was the danghter of Cocl King of 
England, and then was called Bzitaine, and after married 
to Conſtantius, fir Conſull, and aſter ©inperour of Rome 
who had by her, iſſue, Conſtantine the gteat, boznin England, 
and afferward Emperour of Nome, which Conſtantine furs 
ned the name of Bizantium into Conftantinoplo: he re-edifien 
that Citie, and made it the Þonarchall feat oſallEutope and 
Ada minoz. Alſo the Croffe was in length eight cubits, and ths 
pecce that went overthwart was thzee cubits and a halfe. 

A part of the Erowne where with dur Lozd-was crowney 
and ene ot the natles, andthe head, and many other 
Reliques, are in France af Paris, in the Kings Chapell, and 
the Crowne lyeth in a veſſel of Chꝛiſtall richly decked: foz the

ther know that canſt ant inaple is afaire Citie and well wal- 
led and it isthzee coznered, and there is an Arme of the Sea.

ple, and ſome the bzeach of Daint George: and this water in- 
cloſeth two parts ot the Citie: andupward ts the Sea upon 
that water was built the great Citie of Troy, in a faire plain, 
but, that Citie was veſtrapedby the G2eekes.

a great feaſt every yeere, as it were a Saint. And upon this 

Altar the Loꝛds hold their great coun'els and aſſemblies, foz 

they thinke that thzough the inſpiration of God and him, they 

have the better counſatl. Jn this Countrey are bery high hills: 

there is the hill Olympus, that parteth Þacedony and ZTh22- 
cla, whoſe height reacheth ta the clouds. There is alſo the hill 
Athoes, which is ſo high that the ſhaddo w of it reacheth to ©- 
lympus, and it is nere thz&ſcoze and ſeabenttene miles be- 
twene. And above that hill is the ſo cleare that no winde 
can be felt, neither may any beaſt live there, the ay2e is ſo dry. 
Some of the Countrey ſay that Philoſophers were wont to goe 
up tothe top of thoſe hills, ( to their noſes a ſpunge wet 
with water, becauſe of the d2yneſſe of the avꝛe) and in the duſt 
of the hill to wꝛite letters with their fingers, which when they 
came againe the nert peers they found without any dekault, 
even as they had wꝛitten them the peere beloꝛe, whereby it ap- 
peareth that thoſe hills paſſe the clouds to the pure ay2e. 


At Conftantinople is the Empercurs pallace, which is faire 
and richly bullt, and therein is a place foz juſting made about 
with ſtages, that every man may well ſee withont hindzing of 
one another. Under theſe ſtages are vaulted tables 2 
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"© m1perours hoſes, and all the pillars are ot Parble. Within 


the Church of S. Sophie, an Emperour would have laid the 
body ofhis father when hee was dead, and as they made the 
grave, they found a body in the earth, and npon the body lay a 
great plate of fine gold, and there upon was written in Tbrew, 
Gerke, ELatine Letters, theſe wazds,) eſus Chriſtus naſcetur 
de virgine Maria, & ego credo in eum; that is, Jeſus Chzilt 
all be boznof the Uirgin Mary, And J bele ve in him. And the 
date was, that it lay in the earth, two hundzed yeeres befoze 
our Logd Jeſus Chʒiſt was bazne, and vet is that plate in the 
treaſuryof the Church, and it is thought that Hermogenes 
the wiſe man writ it. | ble 
And although the men of that@ountrey be Thziffians, yet 
nevertheleſſe they vary from our faith: foz they ſay that the 
holy Eholt pꝛoceedeth not from the Sonne, but ſrom the Fa- 
ther onely : neither are they obedient to the Church of Rome, 
noz to the Pope, but they ſaꝝ that their Patriaches have as 
much power there, as the Pope hath at Rome.

i Dis Paradiſe terreſtre, is incloſed all about with a 
wall. and that wall is all covered with moCe, as it 
os 2] ſemeth, that men map ſee no tone nos nothing elſe 
whereof it is, and in the higheſt place of Paradiſe 

in the middeſt of it is a Well, that caſteth out the four 
flauds that runne thzough divers Lands. The firſt ficud 
is called Piſon oz Ganges, and that runneth thaough Jn- 
de; in that riber are many pzeclaus ſtanes, aud much Lig- 

num Aloes, andgravell of Gold. Another is called Nilus o; 

Giron, and that runnelh thzoughCthiopte and Egypt. The 

third is called Tygre, and that runneth thzough A dtia and 
Armeny the great. And the fourth is called,Cuphzates that 
runneth thzough Armeny the leſſe, and Perſia; and men ſay 
that the ſwe@t and freſh waters of the wa2ld take their ſpzing- 
ing of them. The firſt river is called Piſon, that is toſay,ga- 

thering of many Rivers together and falling into one, and 

feme call it Ganges,ofa King that was in Inde, that men call 

Gangeras, foz it runneth thzough his land: and this river is in 

ſome places cleane,in ſome places traubled, in ſome places 

hot, in ſome places cold. The ſecond river is called Nilus oz 

Giron,fo2 it is ever troubled, fo2 giron is to ſaꝝ, trouble.
